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Bar fraud sours festival success 
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THE success of the recent Jurassic Fields Music 
Festival has been soured by the loss of up to 
£500 of profit through the selling of fraudulent 
bar tickets. 

The discovery of bogus tickets was discovered midway 
through Saturday evening which resulted in extra work 
for staff in checking the hundreds handed over the bar as 
well as preventing a reoccurrence. 

Dan Broom, managing director of organisers Jurassic 
Fields Productions Ltd, pictured, said: “This is a truly 
despicable act. The event is for people to enjoy them¬ 
selves and to help support the local music scene in Brid- 
port.” 

Soon after the discovery, the person was almost caught 
when he tried to sell five tickets to a member of the Leg- 
gomen, one of the acts appearing at the festival. 

Described as in his mid-30’s, around 5TO” tall, wearing 
a black or dark type hoodie with what appeared to be 
goggles on his head, he ran off when security men ap¬ 
proached him. 

Mr Broom added: “We are unsure whether he attended 
on Friday night or came on Saturday but then returned 
later, and we assume he not only used the tickets himself 
to obtain free drinks but was obviously trying to sell them 
to others. 

“We found a number of tickets among the genuine ones 
of which some could have been recycled, and estimate 
the loss could be up to £500. 

“We are a not-for-profit charity looking to provide bet¬ 
ter facilities for the wonderful array of local talented mu¬ 
sicians, many of which played at the festival, and you 
have some low life who acts like this. We have reported 
it to the police, so if anyone has any further information, 
was approached by him, or knows who this person is, we 
would ask you to report it to the police.” 

The festival which featured Doctor and the Medics and 
Fun Lovin’ Criminals was once again a huge success with

the public, and some tickets for next year’s event are al¬ 
ready on sale. 

Annoyed but not dismayed Mr Broom said: “We are al¬ 
ready thinking ahead, and Jurassic Fields will be offering 
an Early Bird discount for weekend tickets for next year’s 
festival in July. 

They will be priced at £25 for an adult, £15 for ages 13 
to 17/concession, with children 12 and under still free. 

“We would once again like 
to thank all our sponsors and 
the volunteers for making it 
such a success and the support 
of Bridport Town Council, es¬ 
pecially the Town Surveyor 
Daryl Chambers whose ad¬ 
vice has been invaluable.”

DAVID Tett moved to Bridport with his 
wife and eldest daughter Vanessa in 1970 
before their youngest daughter Joanna 
was born. 

Mr Tett spent 50 years in the law qualify¬ 
ing as a member of the Institute of Legal 
Executives, an association which repre¬ 
sents more than 20,000 trainee and prac¬ 
tising chartered legal executives. 

He was secretary of Bridport Cricket Club 
for many years and served on Bridport 
Town Council for 20 years, being elected 
as mayor in 1998 and 2001. 

Mr Tett was also an Independent mem¬ 
ber of West Dorset District Council for 12 
years, acting as vice chairman of the now 
defunct standards committee. He also 
held appointments to various outside 
bodies on behalf of the councils. 

He was elected to the council of gover¬ 
nors of Dorset County Hospital NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust in 2015 and has been 
involved in social and community work for 
the greater part of his life, starting in his 
teens. 

David Tett has also written a book called 
The Path I Trod', donating the entire gross 
proceeds of sale to CLIC Sargent, the char¬ 
ity for cancer and lukemia in childhood, 
after his father died from the disease. 


• THROUGH your role as governor of Dorset 
County Hospital, what are the biggest issues 
facing the NHS and our local hospital? 

The NHS is, as we all know, in difficult times and, 
like all other hospital trusts, Dorchester is no ex¬ 
ception, and there are challenging times ahead. 

Funding is entirely inadequate with Dorset 
County Hospital ending the financial year 
(2015-2016) with a deficit of £5.5million. With 
an increasing demand and limited budget to 
contend with, it is obvious we will need to look 
at the way services are delivered. 

However, my concern and the board of direc¬ 
tors is not to compromise on the quality of serv¬ 
ices Dorset County Hospital provide. 

• WHAT was a highlight for you while serv¬ 
ing as Mayor of Bridport? 
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I was very privileged, proud and honoured to 
be elected Mayor of Bridport at a time when 
there was an equal divide in the council cham¬ 
ber of Conservative, Labour and Liberal Demo¬ 
crat members, and on a unanimous vote. 

I was also delighted to represent West Dorset 
District Council at a Buckingham Palace Garden 
Party in July 2005. It was a beautiful sunny day 
but, following the London bombings a week 
before, security was very tight and the armed 
forces on high alert. Something I would not 
want to witness again! 

• TELL us a bit more about your book'The 
Path I Trod'... 

I wanted to write a book for a number of rea¬ 
sons, not least to record for my family, and all 
others likely to be interested, my journey 
through life hence "The Path I Trod". 

Secondly, I wanted the book to work and earn 
money to be applied to charity and for those 
persons less fortunate than oneself. My father 
died of Leukaemia and a friend of my wife and 
I lost a grandson with cancer. The choice of 
charity soon became evident - CLIC Sargent 
(Cancer and Leukaemia in Childhood). 

# WHAT do you most like about living in 
West Dorset? 

West Dorset with the rolling hills and coastal 
views and scenery is a lovely place to live and 
work. Jennifer and I with our eldest daughter 
Vanessa came back to Bridport in 1970, proba¬ 
bly a little earlier than expected but, at the time, 
personal circumstances prevailed!

"He was also connected to the 
RNLI and one of the last things he 
did for us was co-ordinate a trip 
for the sea cadets to visit the RNLI 
station in Poole. 

"He did a lot of sterling work for 
the sea cadets for many years 
and will be sadly missed by all at 
Bridport Sea Cadets." 

He supported and helped to 
fundraise for the RNLI both lo¬ 
cally and nationally, being mem¬ 
bers of both committees for a 
number of years. 

Martin Newbury, chairman of 
the Bridport branch of the RNLI, 
said: "My records go back to 1979

and he was involved then, and in 
that time he has been a commit¬ 
tee member, chairman and for 
the last few years has been our 
president.

"He was such a character and so 
well known in the Bridport area.

"He was very dedicated to the 
town and worked tirelessly to en¬ 
sure the successful organisation 
of town parades, including the 
annual remembrance parade. 

"The mayor has written to the 
family on behalf of the town 
council. 

"Councillors and officers who 
worked with Fido will remember 
him with great affection and 
gratitude for his long and dedi¬ 
cated service on behalf of the 
town." 

Brigadier John Dean, president 
of Bridport RBL, a position Mr 
May held for around 20 years, 
took over from Mr May as parade 
commander two years ago. 

He said:"They don't make many 
like him anymore, he was a 
tremendous supporter of so 
many charities and well recog¬ 
nised by the RNLI and all the oth¬ 
ers. 

"He was a wonderful supporter 
of local organisations and will be 
greatly missed." 

The funeral will be held on Fri¬ 
day, August 5th at 2pm in St 
Mary's Church, Powerstock.

dum. Those taking part were encour¬ 
aged to bring umbrellas as it usually 
symbolises the canopy of the heaves, 
shelter and protection and often an em¬ 
blem of power and dignity. 

The group walked around Bridport, en¬ 
couraging others to join them and wav¬ 
ing placards saying Tolerance not fear', 
'No to prejudice', 'Everyone welcome' 
and 'All together under one umbrella'. 

Andrea, one of the organisers of the 
event, said: "It went really well, I think 



there were about 200 people there - we 
were very happy with the turnout as we 
only had 10 days to organise it. 

"It was really nice as some people who 
didn't know about it joined in and the 
feedback from people was that we really 
needed it. 

"It is hard to deal with things that are 
still delicate and fresh, we didn't want 
any confrontation, we were trying to be 
constructive and people respected that 
which is reassuring and hopeful. 

"We didn't want there to be any partic¬ 
ular party banners or flags, our intention 


was to go beyond party politics and 
make it about the community. 

"The general feeling was that it was 
something that we needed. 

"The next step is to meet up and dis¬ 
cuss what will happen next and how we 
can move forward." 

Bridport councillors and members of 
local parties, including the Liberal De¬ 
mocrats, Bridport Labour and the 
Green Party, have also condemned hate 
crime. 

In a cross party statement, they said: 
"The referendum result sadly appears to 


have endangered an atmosphere where 
some people think racism and xenopho¬ 
bia are acceptable. 

"We deplore all instances of discrimi¬ 
nation and crimes of hate, and are 
united in saying such behaviour has no 
place in our town. 

"People of all nationalities, races and 
religions are, and will continue to be, 
welcome here and valued for their con¬ 
tributions to our community. 

"Bridport is a friendly, tolerant and 
open town - lets keep it that way."

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Rogue gardener jailed for fraud 


A BRIDPORT gardener has been 
jailed for two years after charging his 
78-year-old victim £760 for an hour’s 
work pruning a tree. 

The prosecution followed an inves¬ 
tigation by Dorset County Council’s 
trading standards service. 

Andrew Cooper, 43, of Crock Lane, 
Bridport, was sentenced at Dorchester 
Crown Court on July 7th having 
pleaded guilty to misrepresenting the 
gardening work as being worth £760 
and failing to provide his customer 
with a notice of his right to cancel the 
contract or providing his contact de¬ 
tails. 

Mr Cooper also admitted unrelated 
offences of public disorder and pos¬ 
sessing an offensive weapon which 
were brought by the Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service. 

The court heard that in September 
2015, Mr Cooper had called uninvited 
at the home of a 78-year-old Dorch¬ 
ester man, who he had previously 
done work for. 

He told the man that he was going 
to prune a cherry tree, but did not dis¬ 
cuss a price, or given him a notice of 
his right to cancel the contract, as re¬ 
quired by law. 

An hour after starting the job, Mr 
Cooper suggested a £900 fee, but as 
the victim was a loyal customer he 
would accept a £750 payment and 
only in cash. 

The victim gave him £60 and Mr 
Cooper followed the man in his van 
while he drove to a cash point in 
Dorchester where he was given a fur¬ 
ther £700. 

The police were alerted by a con¬ 


cerned neighbour and contacted the 
trading standards service who inves¬ 
tigated and prosecuted the case. 

The judge, HHJ Fuller QC, said that 
Mr Cooper had ignored repeated ad¬ 
vice from the trading standards serv¬ 
ice and noted that his last advice was 
given only a short time before the of¬ 
fence. 

He also remarked that this was a 
particularly nasty offence and that Mr 
Cooper had set out to target a vulner¬ 
able individual and ignore the regula¬ 
tions. 

He gave credit for Mr Cooper re¬ 
paying £700 of the money, but said he 
only did this because “he knew the 
game was up”. 

Mr Cooper was also ordered to pay 
prosecution costs of £3,686 to the 
county council. 

Ivan Hancock, the council’s trading 
standards service manager, said: 
“Tackling rogue traders that prey on 
vulnerable adults is top priority for 
our trading standards team and this 
case illustrates that the courts also 
take this very seriously. 

“We are still keen to ensure that res¬ 
idents do all they can to avoid becom¬ 
ing a victim by saying no to uninvited 
doorstep traders.” 

Consumers can also look for a trader 
who is a member of the Trading Stan¬ 
dards ‘buy with confidence’ scheme. 

Members are audited by Trading 
Standards prior to the acceptance 
scheme.

MEMBERS of the public are being urged 
to don their running gear and set them¬ 
selves the challenge of running 10k or 
half a marathon along the Jurassic Coast. 

Jointly hosted by local running group 
Bridport Runners and Brit Valley Rotary 
Club, this year's Jurassic Coast Run will be 
an event for the whole community. 

Brian Shelley, chairman of Bridport 
Runners, said: "Thanks to the support of 
the National Trust, local authorities and 
our members, we will be able to offer 
runners a challenging race while keeping 


any inconvenience for residents as little 
as possible." 

In addition, the two hosts have already 
agreed to donate towards West Bay Days 
fund raising efforts as well as for a local 
organisation which supports children 
and young people who want to keep fit. 

The Bridport Jurassic Coast Run, which 
consists of a 10k and half marathon race, 
will take place on Sunday, August 7th as 
part of West Bay Day, which will have a 
range of activities, stalls and live music. 

Both races, which are officially affiliated 


runs by UK Athletics, will start from the 
Salt House in West Bay at 10am for the 
half marathon and 10.15am for the 10k 
race. 

The race course will mainly follow the 
coast path, leading runners up to the top 
of Thorncombe beacon, the second 
highest hill on the southern coast, fur¬ 
ther towards Seatown and then back 
through Downhouse Farm, Eype and to 
West Bay. Runners in the half marathon 
race will do the circuit twice. 

Interest in the event is growing day by 
day with more than 60 runners having al¬ 
ready signed up for the 10k and half 
marathon. The majority come from the 
region with many local running clubs 
taking part. 

Mr Shelley added:"We do have two en¬ 
thusiastic ladies joining us from the US 
as well." 

Money raised from the entrance fees 
will go to a local group supporting young 
people who want to do sports but are 
disadvantaged in one way or another. 

In March last year, £500 from the fees 
of the Jurassic Coast Run 2014 was given 
to the cross country running group at 
the Sir John Colfox Academy for young 
members who financially struggle to buy 
their own sports kit. The same amount 
from the event in 2015 was donated to 
Mountjoy School to buy an equicizer, a 
horse-shaped apparatus made to help 
children with disabilities. 

Registration is still open online through 
www.bridport-runners.co.uk and 
www.runnersworld.co.uk. Entries are 
also possible on the day at the Salt 
House in West Bay from 8.45am to 
9.30am.

The Askers Meadow cycleway 
was created in 2012 and DCC 
and Sustrans created the Brid¬ 
port to Bradpole cycleway in 
May 2014.These are the two ex¬ 
isting cycleways that the county 
and Bridport Town Council are 
looking to join up. 

DCC, funded by Highways 
England, is currently looking to 
improve the safety of walkers, 
cyclists and users of mobility 
scooters at the East Street 
roundabout. The proposals in¬ 
clude a new Toucan Crossing 


(pedestrian and Cycling) on East 
Road; upgrading the existing 
pedestrian crossing in Sea Road 
South to a Toucan Crossing; and 
widening footways around the 
roundabout to improve the ex¬ 
perience of walking and cycling. 

DCC would also like to link up 
the Askers Meadows and Sea 
Road South cycleways with the 
Bridport to Bradpole cycleway 
by widening the footway along 
the western side of South Road 
North.The existing uncontrolled 
pedestrian crossing opposite 
Central Motors would be up¬ 
graded to a Toucan Crossing and 
the existing signal controlled 
pedestrian crossing opposite 
the Co-op would be converted 
to an uncontrolled pedestrian 
crossing, with a central refuge.

Children help refugees 
with School Bus Project 


SCHOOLCHILDREN and students 
across Bridport will be joining forces 
with the Bride Valley Band to support 
a project providing education to 
refugee children. 

The School Bus Project converts 
double decker buses into mobile 
schools and is training teachers to 
provide vital education and support 
for the refugees in Calais and across 
Europe. The first converted double- 
decker bus will be parked in the Calais 
refugee camp, equipped with high 
quality resources and staff to provide 
schooling to vulnerable refugees. 

Bridport Minerva Trust schools will 
be supporting this project over the 
next year. 

Students from the Sir John Colfox 
Academy drew up the following ben¬ 
efits to the project in a recent discus¬ 
sion: "Refugees will be less reliant on 
state aid and, in time, may be able to 
return to their own country - which 
most would dearly wish to do - to 
help rebuild. 

"Should they stay in Europe, they 
will become citizens with improved 
skills to contribute to the country they 
live in." 

David Powell, Bride Valley Band 
member, said: "Refugee children 


struggle to live in camps poorly 
equipped to allow them to have the 
rights that protect them. 

"Articles 28 and 29 of the United Na¬ 
tions Convention on the Rights of the 
Child (UNCRC) state that children and 
young people have the right to an ed¬ 
ucation. Millions of displaced children 
worldwide are struggling to access 
this basic right, leaving them vulnera¬ 
ble to exploitation and manipulation. 

"The School Bus project places 
schools and their staff directly into 
refugee camps. Children and citizens 
of Bridport can shake of their post 
Brexit blues and help make a real dif¬ 
ference to the lives of child refugees." 

The Bride Valley Band is a campaign¬ 
ing group of local musicians who 
come together to support good 
causes around child rights, both to 
raise awareness and to educate. At a 
recent concert, more than £650 was 
raised for Bridport's Cupboard love 
food bank which supports local, vul¬ 
nerable families. 

The band will perform at a special 
school bus concert at St John's Church 
in West Bay on Friday, July 29th from 
7.30pm to 9.30pm. tickets on the door 
cost £5 or £3 for under 16s, with all 
proceeds going towards supporting 
the project. 

The band said: "Our 
song 'Starfish' is about 
taking actions locally to 
contribute to making a 
difference locally to con¬ 
tribute to making a dif¬ 
ference globally to 
injustice. 

'Bridport is a caring 
and generous town. We 
aim to help local citizens, 
young and old, make a 
difference to support 
refugee children strug¬ 
gling to cope on Calais 
and across Europe. 

"Come and shake off 
the post Brexit blues! 
Show Europe and the 
wider world that we still 
care by helping us take 
direct action to make 
our world a better place."

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Summer drink drive campaign 


THIS year’s Dorset Police summer drink drive 
campaign, which coincided with the UEFA Euro 
2016 football tournament, saw a total of 43 peo¬ 
ple charged with a drink or drug driving-related 
offence.

Cornwall Police and Dorset Police, said: “This 
year we were keen to 
advise people enjoying 
the Euro’s not to be 
tempted to drink and 
drive home after 
watching a game.” 

Anyone caught drink 
driving will face a min¬ 
imum 12 month driv¬ 
ing ban, a criminal 
record, up to six 
months in prison and a 
fine of up to £5,000. 

Inspector Matt Butler 
from the Alliance Road 
Policing team, said: 

“Too many people 
have lost their lives be¬ 


cause of motorists who disregard the law and 
put themselves and others at risk by driving after 
consuming alcohol or taking drugs. 

“As in previous years, I would like to thank 
those members of the public who called us to re¬ 
port a drink driver. Intelligence from the public 
is invaluable in keeping Dorset’s roads safe.”

ing boats and property and to 
stop them disturbing visitors to 
the harbour. 

"We are also encouraging visi¬ 
tors and users of the harbour to 
help by not feeding the gulls 
and birds that fly around the 
harbour. 

"We have received positive 
comments about the use of the 
hawks and have had no reports 
of them stealing food."

EIGHT Bridport volun¬ 
teers made their way to 
Calais earlier this month 
to help those living in 
the refugee camp at the 
port. 

The group helped in 
the kitchens and in the 
clothes warehouse or¬ 
ganised by a group of 
volunteers to support 
people living in 
makeshift homes in the 
camp known as the 
'jungle'. 

The organisers were 
pleased to receive 
€3,000 from the Brid¬ 
port volunteers, which 
was used to buy more 
provisions and supplies 
to supplement the do¬ 
nations of vegetables, 
rice, spices and oil that are 
needed to make around 2,000 
meals a day. 

The donations included €100 
from Bridport teenager Kitty 
Ford, who put her 14th birthday 
money into the collection. 

The volunteers helped with 
hot food, which is distributed 
around the camp every 
lunchtime and the kitchens 
make up packs of dry food and 
give them to groups in the camp 
who have facilities to make their 
own meals. 

Rose Harris, one of the volun¬ 
teers from Bridport, said: "Some 
of us spent our time chopping 


vegetables for salad and curry - 
it was interesting to meet other 
volunteers and find out why 
they were there. 

"It was a tiny contribution to 
make, but every little helps." 

One afternoon was spent 
checking and cleaning tents 
that had been donated. 

Linda Hull, another volunteers 
from Bridport, said:"It was really 
satisfying to start with a bundle 
of filthy nylon and ended up 
with a clean, properly rolled 


tent. We cleaned one tent until it 
was gleaming." 

The Chapel in the Garden on 
East Street is coordinating dona¬ 
tions and future trips and holds 
meetings for people wanting to 
get involved by raising money.

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5 TIPS FOR PAINTING WALLS 


By Julia Gray, Press Association 


1. A wall colour you don't like is hard to live 
with and as there are so many different 
colours and finishes to choose from, it's impor¬ 
tant to try a new paint first. It is a good idea to 
apply a little of a new colour to each wall, so 
you get the full effect and can see how it looks 
at different times of the day. Printed colour 
charts aren't accurate, so don't rely on them, 
and the same is true of paint colours viewed 
online - always try the paint in the room it'll be 
used in. 

2. Once you've found an emulsion you like, 
you'll need to workout how much to buy.The 
paint tin will have information on coverage, 
and you can use an online paint calculator to 
work out how much paint is needed per room. 
These calculators take into account things like 
the size of the walls, windows and doors, but 
not the type of emulsion you're using or the 
state of the walls themselves. 

3. As soon as you start applying an emulsion, 
you'll be able to see how well it covers and get 
an idea of how many coats you'll have to do. 
The quality of the emulsion will affect the 
number of coats, as will the state of the walls. 
More paint will be needed to cover textured 


wallpaper and lumpy and bumpy walls than 
smooth ones (new plaster should be sealed 
first to make it less absorbent). Some emul¬ 
sions cover better than others and in my ex¬ 
perience, budget ones rarely cover well. It's 
worth paying more for a good quality paint 
that provides excellent coverage than scrimp¬ 
ing and paying for it later. 

4. The colour you use can also affect how 
much emulsion you need. Pale colours may 
not cover as well as dark ones, and if you're 
painting new plaster with pale emulsion, there 
may be patches you can't cover easily - use a 
stain-block paint or a basecoat emulsion on 
these. Basecoat emulsions, which are white 
and cover better than most standard emul¬ 
sions, are useful if the emulsion you're using 
isn't covering well. If you're painting over dark 
walls with a pale colour, for example, you'll 
save time, effort and paint by applying a 
basecoat first. 

5. It's obviously better to have too much 
emulsion than not enough, as long as you can 
return it - most DIY stores will refund unused 
tins, although usually not from paint-mixing 
machines (unless faulty). Sometimes, the same 


colour can change slightly between batches of 
paint, especially with paints that use natural 
pigments, so not buying enough in the first 
place can be disastrous.

ROLLE, Switzerland - Infiniti finished 
the first half of 2016 with a new sales 
record. In Europe, the car manufacturer 
sold 9,535 vehicles in the past six 
months - up 177% over the same pe¬ 
riod last year. 1,586 vehicles were sold 
across the continent only in June - 
marking an increase of 154%. Across 
the highly competitive EMEA region 
(Europe, Middle East, Africa) 16,251 In¬ 
finiti cars were sold in the first half of 
2016 - up 45% compared to the results 
from the same period of 2015.
